Herald published as a "postscript," after 
the regular edition had gono to press, a 
telegraphic dispatch from Washington 
announcing that the cabinet had "noti- 
fied Vice President Arthur that it was 
his duty to assume

consequence of 


tho prostrate infirmity of 
President 


Garfield, and calling him to Washington. 
A reporter called this morning at the res- 
idence of tho Vice President, and person- 
ally showed him the published statement-, 
at the same tkuo asking him what truth 
there was iu the report. General Arthur 
emphatically pronounced it false 
in 


everything, devoid of even u shadow of 
truth. He had received no information, 
directly or indirectly, by telegraph or 
otherwise, on the subject, or even inti- 
mating aiiy such probable action on tho 
part of the cabinet. He had not even 
received as much information iu regard 
to the condition of tho President's health 
as is published in the daily newspapers, 
and up to tho time when conversing with 
the reporter had had no dispatches to- 
day from Washington, although the 
morning bulletin had some time before 
been sent to and was posted up at vari- 
ous hotels iu the city. The Vico Presi- 
dent said ho should remain in town to 
receive dispatches, but had no special 
reason for expecting any.

THE PRESIDENT. 


Postmaster General Fawcett, of Eng- 


land, is one of tho most energetic and 
practical reformers in tho United King- 
dom. He first suggested the postal sav- 
ings system which has been so success- 
ful in England and that has been such a 
boon to tho working classes. Ho is also 
the originator of the penny postal saving 
plan which was adopted iu that country 
nearly two years ago, and which is ex- 
ceedingly popular. He is now devising 
what is termed a postal insurance scheme 
which he has had under consideration 
for some time. Under this plan the public 
will be enabled to send money orders be- 
tween places in the United Kingdom 
with absolute security agaiust loss, and 
with practically as little trouble as is 
now 
involved 
in 
posting 
regis- 


tered letters. 
It is 
well enough 


to 
remind 
the 
people 
once 


again that tho United States la-far be- 
hind England in general management of 
its postal son-ice. Postal telegraph, pos- 
tal savings banks, penny postal savings, 
and postal insurance mark a wonderful 
progress iu in that direction in England. 
None of them have boon adopted in this 
country,.aud yet they are schemes of tho 
highest practical importance to business 
men aud tho masses of the people. Thoro 
does not seem to bo statesmanship 
enough in this country to give the people 
any hope that any of those reform meas- 
ures will ever bo adopted. 


Thero was one passenger—a woman— 


on a Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
tram, the other day, who evidently bo- 
liovod that railroads were made for the 
people, and not tho people for railroads. 
By some untoward 'mischance she drop- 
ped her artificial teeth from the car win- 
dow. Tho thought of going among her 
fnends at Nashville all toothless waa not 
to be endured, so she summoned the con- 
ductor aud ordered that the train bo ta- 
ken back to Louisville, or to tho nearest 
town where a dentist waa to be found 
The conductor demurred, and finally com- 
promised the matter by stopping the 
tram five minutes while tho woman's hus- 
band ran back to hunt up the teeth. 
When this timeexpired, ho had not re- 
turned, and the train was started on with- 
out him. Forthwith the wife sou"tit the 
conductor, and demanded that it be stop- 
ped, that she might get off and stay with 
her husband. The conductor hesitated 
The wife remarked, "Stop this train and 
put me off, or I'll put a bullet through 
you.' Here was business, and tho train 
was backed to the place where the hus- 
band was, and he got $m again, but with- 
having found tho missing treasure, then 
Then the wife insisted that tho train be 
"turned around and go back to Louis- 
ville." This the conductor, having lock- 
ed himself in the baggage-car to avoid 
the threatened bullet, refused to do, ami 
the train went on with its toothless but 
irate passenger.

Twenty years ago the great American 


.Uesert was tho terror of tho overland 
emigrant. 
It was impossible to go 


around it, for it extended from the CoU 
orado to the Cascades. 
All tbo routed 


that led to the land of promise crossed it; 
and it was soon covered with the bleach- 
ing bones of atock and dotted with 
human graves. It is about forty miles 
from tho lower end of the Humbolt Sink 
to the Truckee river at Wadsworth, aud 
the name "Forty-Mile Desert," given to 
tho stretch has become known the world 
over. There is no water fit to drink on 
the whole distance. Tho road lies through 
a sandy sage-brush plain, extending sev,- 
eral miles west of the lake, where it strikes 
an alkali desert, 
in the center ot which 


the railroad has a station that it appropri- 
ately calls "White Plains." 


This is tho lowest point east of tha 


mountains. Eight miles further is Mi* 
rage station, which might serve ns a raemr 
orial to the unfortunates who have been 
betrayed from their proper course by the 
picture of running water, waving trees 
uud fields that existed only in the decep- 
tive air. Near the middle oi the journey 
is a boiling hot spring at tho foot of the 
mountain, and large beds of salt lie near, 
from which B, F. Leete aud the Bonanza 
mines put up and ship large ouantites to 
market. The deposit has killed all veg- 
etation for a long distance around, leaving 
the flat old lake bed as bare as a iloor. 
Between there and Wadsworth are some 
very old formations. The body of the 
country seems to be a light yellow sub- 
stanch, probably diatomous, over which 
he high ridges of brown hills. The lev- 
el places are strewn with heavy rocks of 
all sizes, as black as a coal. There ia no 
timber anywhere iu sight, aud even the 
sage-brush is of inferior size. 
On either side are tho ever niotonous 
brown mountains' carved aud grooved 
by centuries ot wear and frost into fringes 
of stony lace. 
Tho railroad has made 


frequent attempts to get water for its 
engines, but without success. 
They 
bored I.IIOO feet at Hot Springs, but only 
got a brackish mixture of liquid alkalu 
Ihey haul water in tank cars for their 
section men, between Lovelock's aud 
Wadsworth, nnd tho. engines make the 
run with ono taukfull, a distance of sixtv- 
ouo miles. 
They formely carried an 


extra car behind the engine with two 
wooden tanks to draw from, but netf 
engines have been built with tanks that 
hold 3,700 gallons. They frequently rufa 
seventy five miles without stopping, uud 
Nick Dele mado u huNdred-mile ruii 
once. It is a very pleasant comparison 
for the rich forty-niner who rides in thp 
palace car over the ground where he 
once walked along with sore aud tired 
feet urging his oxen out of tho thirsty 
desert, half u lifetime ago.

Cruelty to Fish. 


Talking with a gentleman of eighty- 
four years, a few days ago—a man of 
groat experience in practical life, and 
withal one of humane instincts find 
principles, wo gathere<l many interest- 
ing suggestions and ideas, ihat would bo 
\vorthrcpeatliig. Among other things, 
ho referred to a life-long practice ho had 
always observed. In catching fish, ho 
never failed to kill them immediately 
upon drawing them out of tho water, 
winch is their natural clement. 
Eve.ry 


boy knows thjs fact, yet hardly one in a 
hundred stops to think that a living fish, 
deprived of the peculiar means of respi- 
ration ttiat tho water furnishes, must 
snffor similarly to a human being Cutoff 
from its usual supply of atmospheric air. 
Death by suffocation is regarded as ter- 
rible, and a fish out of water, being de- 
prived of the oxygen that sustains its 
blood, doubtless suffers intensely. It is 
the easiest thing to kill a fish, cither by 
striking it a slight blow upon tho he/id, 
or by cutting its throat. 
It is well 


known that tho flesh of animals wounded 
and left to die, is unfit for food, and ex- 
perienced fishermen say that a fish 
should be killed immediately on being 
caught, in order to rcqdcr if, fit for the 
table. But aside from the question of 
food, the subject should bo considered 
as one of principle. We know by the 
fierce straggles of the captive fish it is m 
sevorc pain, and humanity dictates that 
it should be speedily put out of misery. 
We have no right to inflict needless suf- 
fering upon any creature, axel tho tor- 
ture ot a fish is quite as bad as the tor- 
ture of a dog or a horse. Nearly every 
day during the fishing season may be 
observed boys carrying largo strings of 
fish through the streets, tho movements 
of which show that they are alive and 
in great pain and misery. In most oases 
this is the result of thoughtlessness or 
ignorance. 
Most boys'would dislike to 


bo thought cruel, and if they were in- 
structccT by their parents and others on 
this subject, would probably follow the 
rale of humanity in tho treatment of 
fishes, as they do in tho caro of domestic 
animals. We trust our young friends 
wno road this article will not only follow 
these suggestions themselves, but will 
try to induce their companions to do 
likewise.—Tfumanc Journal.

as properly 


cause anxiety on this side of the ocean 
as on tho other. Six of theso destruct- 
ive barrels wore found in one ocean 
steamer and four in another. Regard 
ed without reference to the interna- 
tional questions involved, and simply 
with respect to tho terrible risk which 
ocean steamers run from chance con- 
cussion while carrying such freight, the 
subject is ono to oxcito horror. 


It is to bo feared, also, that these dis- 
closures have only begun. 'Ten explo- 
sive machines have beeh'discovcreJ in 
ono port, at ono time; but onlv those 
who are in the secret can say how many 
have passed into England, undetected, 
nor how soon they may be put to their 
work. It is highly probable, also, that 
more than one kind of explosive ma- 
chine has been prepared. The device 
used in trying to blow up Guildhall, a 
few months ago, was different from the 
one used In trying to blow up St. 
George's Hall. The barrels just discov- 
ered, filled with nitro-glycerino car- 
tridges, form a third; device. 


Now, also, it becomes clearly possi- 
ble that tho British war ship Dotorcl 
was destroyed by a coal torpedo. When 
this suggestion was made, some weeks 
ago, it was received with a smile, as i) 
fear of the Fcuians had become a ma- 
nia. But the American correspondent 
of the London Times declares it to bo 
almost the accepted conclusion now 
that tho Doterel was so destroyed, and 
that two other British vessels took coal 
torpedoes into their bunkers—oiio ol 
them being now at sea, while tho other 
was about to go into commission when 
detained by a warning message. 


There is no question that the coal 


torpedo is a terribly dangerous devico 
for slaughter. Its shell is of cast iron, 
so shaped as to imitate exactly a big 
lump of steamer coal, and then coated 
with n prepared substance in such away 
as to make tho. devico beyond detec- 
tion. Inside it is filled with powder 
and plugged, and its work is performed 
when it is thnwn into tho furnace. 
There is no question that, whether or 
not this devico was used on the Doterol, 
the destruction of this vosssol happened 
precisely ns it would havo happened il 
blown up with a coal torpedo; and, 
further, that all ordinary explanations 
of the disaster arc surrounded with ob- 
jections. It is also known that coal 
torpedoes wero invented during the 
war of the rebellion; but whether tho 
mysterious destruction of some of our 
Government vessels was due to them, 
cannot bo asserted. 


Tho fact must be faced tlmt terrible 


means of destruction havo boon fur- 
nished by tho ingenuity of modern 
mechanism; and that tho comparative 
cheapness of nitro-glyccrine machines 
and coal torpedoes, coupled with the 
facilities for concealing their presence 
until their work is done, rnokes them 
tho resort of the desperate.— N. Y. 
Sun.

Edison's Latest—An fron Bonanza in 


the Sands Alongthe AtliuiMc Const. 


Mr. Thomas A. Edison, tho electrical 


wizard who has of Into accomplished so 
many marvelous things, has perfected 
another remarkable invention that will 
no doubt work great revolution in the 
iron trade. The matter, has up to the 
present been kept very quiet, but it has 
finally leaked out, notwithstanding tho 
efforts of those who are financially in- 
terested to keep it from tho public. Tho 
machine, wherein electricity plays the 
prominent part, is a very simple con- 
;rivaneo, but nevertheless it will be the 
means of producing what has never been 
produced in. this country before, and 
;hat is iron of the same quality as tho 
beat Swedish, and for a market price of 
about one-half that of tho latter. 


It had been believed for some time 


that there was in the seashore sands of 
Long Island and along the Atlantic 
Coast indications of magnetite iron, and 
examination proved that this was a fact, 
but how to extract it from tho sand was 
the problem. 
Mr. Kdison had some 


time ngo invented a process for extract- 
ing gold dust from washings by tho use 
of magnets, whereby tho buser constitu- 
ents were attracted into piles by. moans 
of three or four processes, and the gold 
and sand subsequently washed and sep- 
arated. When the matter of securing 
iron ore from the sea sands was pre- 
sented to him a few weeks ngo, ho at 
once went to work and perfected a. 
process whereby with one exposure to 
magnets 
the 
valuable ore should 


be separated from the "titanite," 
or iron coated with sulphur, with 
which it was mingled, and at tho same 
time loft free of the schist wherein it was 
lodged. To do this it became necessary 
to so gradute the electrical force that 
the true iron, having tho*groator attrac- 
tive force, should be draWa nearest the 
magnet, while magnetite, or sulphur- 
ore and sand, should fall in separate 
piles. Mr. Edison's separator—for thus 
it may comprehensively be called—con- 
sists of a V-shaped trough four feet long 
and a little more than two feet deep, 
with a slit ono-sixtcenth of an inch wide 
at the bottom. 
Dndor; this, at a dis- 


tance of five feet,.and resting on the 
ground, is a separator, the apex situated 
a little to one side of the trough above, 
so that the gand falling straight will 
strike on one incline and bo forced in an 
opposite direction from that taken by tho 
ore, which, striking the other side, Is 
slid off into a hopper or receptacle. A 
little less than half-way between the slit 
In the trough or sand receptacle and tho 
ground, and of tho same width, arc a 
pair of large magnets, which receive 
their electrical energy either from jars 
or steam generator, just as is desired, 
according to the .plant. 


The object, as-I have abovo stated, is 


to extract tho magnetite iron ore from 
tho sand and titaniferous ore. 
The 


sand is shoveled into the :trough and, 
being dry, falls through the narrow slit 
in a sheet four foot long and one-six- 
teenth of. an inch in width.' The .mag- 
nets arc provided with just chough 
power to deflect the magnetite or block 
oxide of iron from a perpendicular fall 
ind deposit it on the side of tho separa- 
tor opposite the sand, which, having no 
nllinity for the magnets, falls direct to 
the ground, together with the titanifer- 
ous ore.' It is then taken np, placed in 
sacks and shipped. . The process is very 
ranid.

It may bo asked what particular value 


is to be attached to this simple invention 
and where it is to be adopted. It is one 
of the most valuable: of modern inven- 
tions, and is to be- made vise- of Hght 
hero on the Atlantic coast, for the pres- 
ent at least, and. the Lord .only knows 
where it may not be applied, for, ac- 
cording to -Edison's statements, •• the 
ocean shores are simply i. covered with 
these iron deposits. 
Heretofore Swed- 


ish iron has never been made outside of 
that country, where'those aantl deposits 
exist, and where the crystals of m:v<r-i 
netite are'very largo. 
But here, right 


under our very nose, there are,, it ap- 
pears, millions upon millions of tons ,o{ 
this 
sand 
containing; 
incalculable 


amounts of tho purest and best iron ore, 
for uiagiiitite or block oxide of iron is 
the purest 01-9 known, containing no 
phosphorus or siilpliur. There are banks 
of this aand on Long Island alone twen- 
ty foot high where there are layers upon 
layers of the deposits, and: these banks 
are from 100 to 150 feet in'widtlu There 
is one strip of coast that has boon pros- 
pected that is twenty miles .long. , Ue: 
moving the white surface sand, there, is 
usually found a deposit of; black sand 
about ten Inches in depBi. ;'-; About two 
inches below occurs another'deposit.1 In 
these deposits is found the iron ore that 
U ao valuable. 
It CIS ^estimated that 


about 40 per cent Of the sand is com- 
posed of tho two forms of iron ore 
magnetite and titaniferous—while of 
this from IS to 20 per cent is pure mag- 
netite.

1 long series of observations ami uni- 
orm conclusions, 1 would submit tho 
ollowing: The causo of most of these 
tnnatural movements may be account-' 
3d for in the anatomical structure-or; 
n-oportions of the liorse affected. 
The 


lorso that is tlio most perfect, natural: 
ind easy mover, has the most perfect: 
Anatomical structure. When extraor-' 
Unary, sudden, fast or slow movements 
u'o manifest, it depends partly on ana- 
omical proportions. Whore tho spinal 
jolumn is too short for the length of his 
egs,4hc horse over-reaches iu propov- 
ion. If too long, tho hind feet fall 
iropbrtionally short of the others. If 
,he metatarsal bone bo too short for 
ho tibia, he is a high stepper; if the 
•overse, he drags, tho toe trips the 
ground,1 or stumbles behind. If the 
cmur be too concave on tho inside, ho 
arries his legs close, or interferes;-if: 
straight he straddles, or travels wido; 
f too long, he stands with his hind feet 
,00 much under tlio body; if loo short,; 
.ho reverse. If all the bonos of the 
litul logs are proper, some of those 
proportions may bo lost or wanting.for- 
vvard. Ifthehnmcrusbeshort, lie cannot 
•each forward; if long, ho throws too 
much forward. 
If the radius bo tooj 


short for the metacarpal, lie trips and; 
stumbles; if too long,'ho steps htghand 
.hrows. If the pastern bo too short, tho 
foot has but little play; is too long, his 
foot is said to Mop. 
If tho radiiw con- 


cave, .he interferes; if convex, he throws 
the foot outward. Jf the pubis and fe- 
mur are short, and tho humorus is 
Long, it makes the horse look gaunt, 
long on the belly, and looks taller aud 
lighter than lie is. When tho ' reverse 
is apparent, you see a long back, with 
tho low and heavy appearance. Whero 
tho shafts of the dorsal vertebric pro- 
ject long or high, ho shows a short back 
and sunken cervical vcrtcbric, eohsc- 
qucntly low nock and head. WhorO 
the haunches hang straight, it raises 
the caudril vertebra, ana he is said to 
carry a high tail, but if too slanting, a 
low tail is the result. If the scapula ia 
too long, the sternum looks sunken; il 
too short, he looks full breasted. If 
tho nasal bones be long, the nostrils arc 
small; if short, large. If the frontal 
bone is concave, ho appears narrow be- 
tween tho eyes; if convex, wide. .No 
machinery works well, unless attach- 
ments are perfect; if too loose, it jars 
back-lash causes friction, and conflict! 
with steady and easy motion; if toe 
taut, it runs hard and sixains on al" 
parts. This is equally true of the horse; 
If his anatomical attachments are too 
taut, he labors hard in traveling, drags 
trips, steps short, stumbles, and may in 
terfere; if too loose, he jars, trots high 
and hardt_dnigs the foot, throws out- 
ward, reaches-'long, the foot falls loose 
and heavy; it is raised with a drag, an< 
tremulous while suspended, and oftuu 
over-reaches and interferes.—W. Pieret 
V, iS., in Michigan Farmer.

At the regular meeting of the City

The Cuanoe committee reported iu fa. 


vor of the payment of a very loug list of 
bills and accounts. 


Aid. Fitzgibbou raised tho old, old 


question as to whether tho Council could 
pay certain bills for lumber, etc., pur- 
chased of members of tho Council, citing 
tho charter which says: " No member of 
tho Council shall during the period for 
which he is elected, bo directly or indi- 
rectly interested in any contract, the ex- 
penses or consideration whereof are to 
be paid uuder any ordiuanae or other ac- 
tion or direction of the Common Coun- 
cil." 


'Che oldermau referred back to his own
